Alter excavating 
the eai th to a depth of about four leet 
they uncovered a curiously shaped stone 
upon which were the evident marks of 
hunian workmanship. Examining it 
I'loHt'iy it v'^v<d to be a pie.e of ro k 
lex inbling granite in color aad nearly 
ii» hard, three feet souare and coTsnd 
on its upper side with lude engravings 
of human hea is, arrows, hearts and 
hshes. Abandoning the rablrft. thay 
calle<I to their aid I'eter Lawranoa and 
Simon Buch, who were near by st work, 
and sua eeded in raising the stone upon 
ita edge. It proved to be about savao 
and a half inc les in thkknsss, and on 
its under side was a rude picture of the 
sua, in tbe center of which are a toma- 
hawk and pipe more deephr engraved. 

The stona itsslf dussd tha opening 
into a subtarraasaB chamber, which, 
with the aid of a ladder and laatem. 
was found to be in the form of a oubioal 
cistern, perfectly dry, ten feat high, ten 
feet wide and ten leet long, carved in 
solid sandstone, with exquisite prsolsioB, 
and oontaiaiag a fsw arrow-haada, stona 
pestle and mortar, remains of a Bra, aad 
in the northwtst ooraer, sittinc in an up- 
rigl^ t ositioB. a huaaa skeleton, in a 
good state of prtMrvation, with oirolets 
of copper about its na k. wrist and 
ankle bunas. Its eyeless sockets were 
turned toward the entranoe, and looked 
sad and ghssUy.
